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Names related to two species of Trillium were treated in this paper. Trillium camschatcense 
Ker-Gawler (1805) should be adopted as the correct name for Trillium kamtschaticum Pallas ex Pursh 
(1814, pro syn.). Consequently the following five new combinations of its infraspecific names become 
necessary: T. camschatcense var. camschatcense f. plenum (J. Samejima) H. Nakai et Kb.
